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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are not persuasive, especially in 
light of the applicant's narrow interpretations of the claims and the art used to previously reject the claims. The Applicant argues that 
Miyamota would necessarily extend across slot 31 of Silverbrook. This is not true, especially, in light of the re-oreintation of the phone of 
Silverbrook as demonstrated in the illustration of the examiner's previous rejection. It is clear that Silverbrook teaches a portable phone 
with an internal printer that can be oriented to perform straight-through vertical printing. It is further clear that Miyamoto discloses a 
holder for portable phones which attach to a vertical surface. The combination of Silverbrook in view of Miyamoto disclose the claimed 
invention. It seems the applicant is making improper assumptions about Silverbrook and Miyamoto, as well as narrow their teachings. 
The examiner has previously cited allowable claims for this case. The examiner would encourage the applicant to cancel the rejected 
claims, as they are still considered to be rejected. . 
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
